MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 

The election for the new councillors comes off 
to-morrow, when J. Goodridge, C. F. Strang, 
D. R. Friser and J. Cameron will stand for re- 
election, and A. F, Degagne, C. Gallagher, J. 
A. McDougall, K. A. McLeod and G, P. Sand- 
erson Will alo stand for the josition. This 
election does not seem to be getting very much 
attention, and in fact the candidates seem to be 
doing very little canvassing, ifany. The year 
for th* first councillors of our town has just 
been completed and since their term of office a 
considerable amount of improvements has been 
done—certainly to a considerable outlay, and a 
considerable amount of kicking has been done 
about that outlay, yet if any other mayor and 
ce puncillors had been in their places would they 
hive done any better? We all learn by experi- 
ence, and our new councillors, who ever they be, 
will certainly benefit by the experience of last 
year’s ones. This town is certainly very little 
in debt, and if Kdmonton progresses and flour- 
ishes as well this year, in the way of immigra 
tion, new buildings and business generally, as 
it has down in the past year, at least some of 
the citizens will be satistied—it is impossibie to 
satisfy all, Mayor McCauley was re-elected by 
acclamation, +0 that speaks for itself. 


A story of attempted and partial successful 
wholesale poisoning, similar to that alleged at 
st mament comes from New Cumberland, West 
Virginia. A large number of Hungarians have 
been imported to take the places of strikin 
workinen in John Porter company’s tile dod 
brick works. Recently these men have been 
complaining of sickness and many of them have 
left in consequence. The trouble was charged 
to the water kept for drinking purposes in bar- 
rels about the works, Although no chemical 
analysis of the water has yet been made an in- 
vestigatiqn leads to the belief that the drinking 
water of the workmen had been | ewvily Fe | 
with eroton oil, 


The Monte Carlo Gambling House company, 
which is euphemisticully described as the So- 
ciete Anonyme des Bains de Mer and du Cerc'e 
des Etrangers, has issued accounts which show 
that it has made a gross gain of the tidy little 
sum of $4,600,000 in the course of the past 
financial year, and a net gain of about $2,300,- 
000, which will enable it to pay 386 per cent. 9a 
the original value of the ordinary shares (500 
francs or $100) of whe 1 60,000 were issued. 
‘The shares hive, however, risen enormously in 
value since then, and they now stand at 2,000 
francs ($500), Even at this enormously in- 
creas sd price the dividend represents 94 per 
cent, which is very decent interest in these 


days. 


Kdward G: Crinty, of the Carnegie Steel 
company, said in regard to the poisoning cases 
in the Homestead mils; ‘*So far as we have 
been able to learn, the number of persons who 
died from the effects of the poison they rm ceived 
number thirty-two; but many other workmen, 
some of whom appear at the trial, are dying on 
their feet. Since we have begun this investiga- 
tion we have been startled by the number of 
letters we received from every part of the coun- 
try, written by non-union workmen who became 
sick of the prevailing complaint at Homestead 
aud went to their homes, Many are yet sick 
and all are confident they were poisoned, There 
were altogether 4,000 men employed by the 
Carnagie Steel company during the strike and 
of these over 2.000 became sick. Some died 
and many were for weeks on the edge of the 
gray e.

THE STORY OF SANTA CLAUS. 


St. Nicholas wastravelling through his diocese 
at a period when a great famine had driven the 
yeople to the verge of starvation. One night 
he put up at an inn kept by a certain man who 
was a fiend incarnate. This loathly personage, 
finding beef and mutton scarce and high priced, 
conceived the idea of replenishing his lider 
with the nice, juicy corpses of children whom 
he kidnapped, killed and served up to his guests 
in all varieties of succulent dishes. Noone had 
penetrated the mystery of how he alone of all 
the neighboring bonifaces could keep his table 
well supplied with roasts and boiled meats, 
stews, hashes and savory soups. But no sooner 
had a dish of child’s meat been served up to the 
saint than he discovered the horrible truth. 
He leaped to his feet, and poured out a torrent 
of righteous abuse upon the cringing and fawn- 
ing landlord. And when the latter would deny 
his guilt, St. Nicholas went to the tub where 
the children were salted down. All that it was 
necessary for him to do was to make the sign of 
the cross over the remains, and lo! three child- 
ren who had been missing for days arose, alive 
and whole, All the people were struck dumb 
at this mieacle. The children were restored to 
their mother, who was a widow. As to the 
landlord he was taken out aid stoned to death, 
as he richly deserved to be. 

This story, it will be seen, does not aid us 
very materially. It is simply one of a whole 
group of legends in which St. Nicholas appears 
as the friend and benefactor of children, ai d in 
this respect only he resembles our Santa Claus. 
In all the characteristicts which modern paint- 
ers and story tellers in England, in America 
and in Germany have bestowed upon the rubi- 
cund representative of Christmas, he differs in 
toto from the slender and even emaciated Nic- 
holas clad in full Episcopal robes, with mitre 
and crosier, whom the medieval painters were 
fond of depicting. So the legends of St. Nichol- 
as afford but a meagre clue to the identity of 
Santa Clans alike indeed in name, but so total- 
ly unlike in other particulars.

Forest and Farm: A correspondent gives the 
following interesting and most important bit of 
information concerning the care of a sewing 
machine :—‘*Take out the screw that holds the 
foot-plato, remove it, and you will be surprised 
at the amount of lint accumulated there. Clean 
the little grooves with a pen-knife, and under 
the whole of the plate. The needle must be 
taken out before the work is begun. You will 
often find this the only cause for the machine 
running hard or not carrying the work, snd_ it 
is a little secret that the agents will not teil 
you. I have just cleaned mine in this way, 
and it rans like a new inachine. 


The following is a good mixture to have in 
the house ; ‘‘Aqua ammonia, two ounces; soft 
water, one Guart; saltp-ter, one teaspoonful : 
shaving soap, one ouace, Sciase the o > fi e 
before mixing the other ingredients, anu allow 
it to stand a few hours before using. It is sure 
death to bedbugs if appliel to the crevices 
which they inhabit ; it will remove paint that 
if mixed with oil without injuring the finest 
fabrics, and will ren o e grease from caipets' y 
covering the spots with tue mixture, and after 
sponging and rubbing it thoroughly, washing it 
olf with clear cold water.”

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GENERAL NEWS. 


The population of the Chinese empire and de- 
pendencies is estimated at from 400,000,000 to 
450,000,000, 

Since Sir William Gordou Cummings gave up 
baccarat he has taken to raising bulls, and was 
one of the most prominent exhibitors at the re- 
cent Birmingham cattle show. 

Jack McAuliffe signed articles of agaeement, 
on December 20th, to fight Dick Burge, at the 
Coney Island Ajhletic club, for a purse of 
$45,000, with the stipulation that his backer, 
Dick Roche, approves of the match. 

It is understood at Ottawa that the C. P. Q. 
Co, have come to a definite understanding with 
the government in the matter of placing a line 
of fast steamers for Atltantic service, and that 
the service will be in operation in 2892. 

A New York couple eloped and were married 
by a Methodist clergyman, Thhy went home 
and, by command of the bride’s parents, they 
were agoin married by a Presbyterian clergy- 
man. Then the young man’s Catholic friends 
insisted upon a third marriage, and the pair 
were once more married by a priest. Is this 
not bigamy being married three times ? 

It has developed that the cause of the sudden 
deaths among the convicts at Helena, Arkansas, 
wasarsenical poisoning. though how it was ad- 
ministered and by whom is yet a matter of con- 
jecture. About two o’clock on the 2Ilst ten 
more of the convicts were taken suddenly ill. 
Another man died on the 20th and another on 
the 2Ist making six deaths in all. The camp 
was broken up and the convicts taken away. 
The whole state is excited at the convicts hav- 
ing been driven to the walls by assassins, sup- 
posed to be laboring men. The poisoning was 
not confined to convicts. Among those danger 
onsly ill are Capt. Dunlap and one of the 
guards, Dunlap is ex-warden of the peniten- 
tiary. 

A remarkable jury was summarily dealt with 
by Judge Brentano, at Chicago. It was the 
case in which the mother of nine-year.old Mabel 
Angel was suing Brown & Co., contractors, for 
$25,060 damages in causing the death of the 
child. The jurors petitioned to have whiskey 
and cigars sent into the jury room, and receiv- 
ing no response from the court decided to have 
some fun with the judge. “The result was a 
verdict finding the charge of negligence true 
and awarding the plaintiff one cent damages. 
Judge Brentano instantly set aside the verdict, 
administered a terrific tongue-lashing to the 
jurors, dismissed them in disgrace, and fined 
the nine chief culprits in an amount equal to 
their fees. A jury hasbeen known to receive 
wiiiskey, 


The New York Sun says: ‘*The establish- 
ment of a daily newspaper in Toronto as the 
special organ of the annexationists’ sentiment 
indicates better than volumes of vague report 
the progress making in the Dominion toward its 
manifest destiny.
